RUSSIANS RUSH 'TO AID

Czar's Forces Expected to Check
Move on Rumanian
Capital

BERLIN, Sept. 5.—Bulgarian forces
have captured the Rumanian town of
Dobrie, 12 miles inside the Rumanian
frontier, it was officially announced this
afternoon, German airships have again
bombarded Bucharest.

With the apparent object to halt the
Rumanian invasion of Transylvania by
compelling the withdrawal of troops
from that front to defend Bucharest,
the German-Bulgar army is pushing its
advance into Rumania across the
Dobrudja district. Sofia today reports
that the invaders have advanced 30
miles into Rumania, capturing the
towns of Kurt, Bunar and Akkadunlar.
At one point, the Sofia report states,
the Teuton-Bulgar forces are only 65

+ miles from Bucharest, the Rumanian
capital. That the invasion of Rumania
has already produced its effect upon
the operations in Transylvania is evi-
denced in the report from Berlin that
the Rumanians have been checked on
both wings.

Russian cavalry has defeated Bul-
garian cavalry in the first clash on Ru-
manian soil, Petrograd reports. Rus-
plan troops are arriving in Bulgaria by
Iand and sea and a great battle between
the opposing forces i expedted to take
place soon on Rumaninn soil. Fur-
ther snccesses for the Russicns on the
Sereth, in Volhynia, and in the Car-
pathians are roported.

Despite the clear intention of the
Germans to halt the entrance of Greece
into the war on the side of the Allies
by making n swift advance against |
Bucharest, Athens reports that the
Greele Cabinet has approved a declara-
tion of war against Bulgarin. No con-
firmation of the report is obtainable,
